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Moslems advance 
in Beirut fighting 


BEIRU T, Lebanon (AP) — Moslem 
street fighters ad .diced behind a hail of 
mortar fire through downtown Beirut to­ 
day in a bloody drive to encircle their 
right-wing Christian opponents. 
Young leftist gunmen from the “ Am- 
bushers” m ilitia occupied the St. 
Georges Hotel — Beirut’s most pre­ 
stigious — and fought around the Phoe­ 
nicia and Holiday Inn, where Christian 
gunmen held out against the onslaught, 
police said. 
Witnesses said the Moslem left­ 


wingers were led by Palestinian guer­ 
rillas. 
They took control of the Wadi Al- 
Yahbud Jewish quarter and Parliament 
Square, forcing House Speaker Kamal 
Assad to postpone indefinitely a parlia­ 
ment meeting scheduled for Tuesday. 
A police spokesman said scores of the 
street fighters were killed in the combat 
and their bodies “ virtually littered 
scenes of the fighting.’’ He said am- 
bulaces were unable to enter the area. 
If the Moslem forces gain mastery of

the seaside hotel area, that would effec­ 
tively divide Beirut into clearly defined 
Christian and Moslem enclaves, with 
the Phalange Chrstian militia shoved in­ 
to their Ashrafiya and Ein Rumanneh 
strongholds and Moslems controlling 
the remaining two-thirds of the city. 
Jeeps with loudspeakers toured 
Moslem areas in western Beirut appeal­ 
ing for blood to aid hard-pressed 
hospitals handling the wounded. 
Premier Rashid Karami, a Moslem, 
announced after a cabinet meeting that 
he would not order army intervention 
because “this will aggravate the civil 
war, not quell it.” Most of the army of­ 
ficers are Christians. 
He said the cabinet also rejected a de­ 
mand for declaration of martial law, 
which would open the way for inter­ 
vention by the 18,000-man army for the 
first time since hostilities erupted last 
April. 
“The security situation is worsening 
daily,” Karami told newsmen. ‘The 
government has done everything it can, 
but it failed to re-establish law and or­ 
der because all parties insist on continu­ 
ing to fight.” 
Moslem militiamen also reoccupied 
the 48-story Mour Tower, an unfinished 
office building that was their deadliest 
redoubt in the last big round of Leba­ 
non’s eight-month civil war, and fired 
rockets and mortars from it. 


Security forces that had been occupy­ 
ing downtown buildings under a ceas- 
fire agreement pulled out, leaving the 
way clear for another major struggle. 


Gunfire rattled through the streets 
around the hotels. Ambusher troops were 
in full control of the Qantari district on a 
hillside overlooking St. George Bay and 
the hotels along its shore. 


“ Both sides are rushing rein­ 
forcements to their old positions,” said a 
security force officer. 


Local militiamen in the Ein Mreisseh 
neighborhood — between the seaside 
U.S. Embassy and the hotels — closed off 
their streets and warned they would not 
allow their district to become a battle­ 
ground. They refused passage through to 
leftists, rightists and security forces.

Missouri 
ranks 19th 
in study 


JEFFER SO N CITY, Mo. (AP) - The 
business climate of Missouri is the 19th 
best of the 48 continental United States, 
accoridng to a study by a plant reloca­ 
tion consultant. 


Associated Industries of Missouri re­ 
leased the information from the study 
conducted by the F ant us Co. That firm 
was asked to conduct the nationwide 
evaluation by the Illinois Manufacturing 
Association. 


The rating system included factors 
such as taxes, labor laws, unemploy­ 
ment compensation and worker com­ 
pensation costs, size and cost of govern­ 
ment, welfare costs and trends and 
state indebtedness, Associated In­ 
dustries said in its monthly newsletter. 


Mostly southern states were included 
in the top 10, which was headed by Tex­ 
as followed by Alabama, Virginia, South 
Dakota, South and North Carolina, 
Florida, Arkansas, Indiana and Utah. 
The study noted that all but Indiana 
have “ right to work” laws. Missouri 
does not have such a statute. 


Between 1967 and 1972, Missouri lost 
17,600 manufacturing jobs, a 3.9 per 
cent reduction. That compares to the 
national average of a 1.5 per cent loss of 
industrial jobs for that period. 


State officials have been working in 
the past year to promote Missouri as a 
place for new businesses to locate and 
present firm s to expand. 
South Korea headed for default 


WASHINGTON (AP) - South Korea, faced with almost 
$6 billion in debts, may default unless massive U.S. finan­ 
cial aid is granted, a new private research study says, cit­ 
ing secret U.S. statistics. 
“The Republic of Korea is headed for default on her 
debts abroad and economic chaos at home, if the current 
confidential estimates being circulated at the state and 
treasury departments can be believed,” the report said. 
The study, under challenge by South Korea and State De­ 
partment experts, was published by the Washington-based 


Institute for International Policy, described as a lobbying 
group for liberal causes. 
The report said a $4-billion Korean trade deficit in 1974-75 
has resulted in massive government borrowing, increasing 
outstanding debt from $3.3 billion in 1973 to $5.9 billion in 
1975. 
The deficit has been caused by rising costs for imports 
and a declining market for exports, according to the study, 
written by Harvard University East Asia specialist Jim 
Morrell. 
Indonesian volunteers' 
support attack on Dili 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — Pro- 
Indonesian forces in Portuguese Timor 
were reported expanding their control 
of the former colony today with the sup­ 
port of Indonesian troops. 


Foreign Minister Adam Malik an­ 
nounced Sunday that factions friendly to 
Indonesia had captured Dili, the capital 
of Portuguese Timor, from Fretilin, the 
leftist Revolutionary Front for the In­ 
dependence of East Tim or, and 
declared the territory part of Indonesia. 


Information Minister Mashuri Saleh 
said Indonesian “ volunteers” supported 
the attack on Dili, and a Fretilin broad­ 
cast said the Indonesians were pursuing 
the independence fighters in the hills. 


Timor is an island the size of Connec­ 
ticut and Massachusetts in the south 
cen tral part of the Indonesian 
archipelago. The western half of the 
island is Indonesian. 


The Portuguese government planned 
to give its half independence in 1978, but 
on Aug. 10 the UDT (the Timorese 
Democratic Union) attempted a coup 
against the Portuguese. Fretilin forces 
opposed the UDT and took over Dili, 
and the Portuguese colonial admin­ 
istration fled to an offshore island. 


After weeks of sporadic fighting, the 
UDT and Apodeti (the Popular 
Democratic Association of Timor) 
joined forces. Fretilin declared the ter­ 
ritory independent, and Malik in a 
speech last week in Indonesian Timor 
called on the UDT and Apodeti for an 
all-out war against Fretilin. 
“ It’s all over. The area is now in the 
hands of the UDT and the Apodeti par­ 
ty,” a senior Indonesian officer, Col. Su- 
gito, said today. 
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An official of the Portuguese Em ­ 
bassy in Ja k a rta confirmed this 
estimate, saying: “ It’s all Indonesia’s 
now.” 
However, there were no official re­ 
ports on how extensive the control of 
the pro-Indonesian forces was. 
Malik said there was no resistance to 
the takeover in Dili, and 300 Fretilin 
troops surrendered. But a Fretilin 
broadcast said the Indonesians killed 
many persons, including members of 
the Chinese community. 
“The next step after the fall of Dili,” 
said Malik, “ will be a meeting of the 
parties including Fretilin, if they want 
to, to prepare for the act of free choice. 
“There is no chance of Fretilin rein­ 
forcing its troops outside Dili because 
about 70 per cent of the people support 
the UDT and Apodeti forces. ” 
China’s official Hsinhua news agency 
accused Indonesia of an invasion that 
revealed its intention of annexing East 
Timor. Dockworkers in Sydney, Aus­ 
tralia, refused to load cargo for In­ 
donesia to protest the intervention.

The court postponed action on a 
petition by tte Nebraska Press As­ 
sociation and other news organiza­ 
tions for an order blocking enforce­ 
ment of the gag order. 


Drug sources waiting for citizen action

“ I think it helped, but I wonder if people really care," 
said one of the sources that supplied information for 
The Demoerat-Capital’s four part series on Sedalia's 
heroin problem. 
The source, like many members of the drug culture in 
Sedalia, is waiting for citizen action to follow the series. 
“ What you did was great. 'said one source close to the 
drug culture, “ but whether the people of the town do 
anything is something else altogether. I hope people 
keep the pressure on to have something done.” 
“ What you did personally took a lot of guts” a former 
heroin user told one reporter. “ Everybody knows who 
the pusher is and everybody knows (a police officer) 
takes payoffs ... but you came out and said it and put 
your name to it. I just wonder how much of the town 
will be behind you.” 
Other sources have expressed concern that “ a lot of 


narcs (narcotics agents) will come into town now. They 
are afraid that a lot of pot smokers will be busted and 
nothing substantial will be done. The people who are 
presenting the real problem may go on." 
Another source echoed a simular view. “ That grand 
jury (in 1974) didn’t get the big people. They just came 
in here and busted some tokers and left the heroin thing 
alone.” 
Still other sources close to the local drug culture have 
expressed optimism about the results of the series. 
“ I know two people who have told me they are going 
to try to dean up now,” said one former user. 
“ A lot of people feel they are going to have to (quit 
heroin use),” according to one source, “ They just don’t 
feel safe any more.” 
Other sources indicated the series has effected heroin 
traffic in the community. 
“ I don’t think it has stopped him (the pusher).' said 
one source, “ but I have to admit I don’t know where he 
is now.” 


“ A lot of junkies are scared, said one source who 
contacted The Democrat-Capital as a result of the 
series, “ and I think that’s good. They might just stop 
(using heroin).” 
“ I really don’t think they (Sedalians) will do 
anything,” another source added, “ but then I didn t 
think The Democrat would print stories like these. I 
guess I’ll just have to wait and see." 
Police Chief William Miller gave The Democrat- 
Capital a “ no comment” last week when asked his 
reaction to the series of articles. However, it was 
learned that at Thursday’s 10 p.m. roll call at police 
headquarters, the chief facetiously told the assembled 
officers that “ snow shovels” would be issued to all 
police cars “ to sweep the heroin out of the streets” of 
Sedalia. 
Miller also reportedly asked for a show of hands of 
officers who would donate money to reply to The 
Democrat-Capital’s articles by purchasing air time or 
newspaper ads. 


that he said contained “ no minuses and 
many, many plusses.”

Ford said he found his talks in Pek­ 
ing. Jakarta and Manila were “very 
substantively beneficial.”

He also 
wrote "The Matchmaker/' which 
was turned into the Broadway hit, 
"Hello Dolly," and received the 
Presidential Medal of Freedom in 
1963, the nation's highest civilian 
citation.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - The 
Missouri Coordinating Board for Higher 
Education today ended the possibilities 
of establishment of a state optometry 
school for at least the time being. 
The board in a unanimous vote 
followed the recommendations of its 
academic and student affairs commit­ 
tee which said establishment of such a 
school at the University of Missouri-St. 
Louis was financially unreasonable “at 
this time.” 


“Fiscal restraints seemed to be the 
main reason behind the committee’s re­ 
commendations,” said Mrs. Virginia 
Young, board chairperson. 
Representatives from the board, 
UMSL and optometric associations de­ 
bated the values of the school during 
today’s meeting. 
Before the defeat of the proposed 
school at UMSL, the board defeated a 
request that the school be located at 
Northwest Missouri State University at 
Maryville. 


Members of the board felt its outstate 
location, the cost of new construction 
and a lack of compatibility with the 
school’s academic focus were the main 
drawbacks to such a proposal. 


Mrs. Young said the board’s action 
might only be temporary and said mem­ 
bers might change their minds in the fu­ 
ture. 


One member cited “sever financial 
requirements to continue ongoing pro­ 
grams” as the main objection to the 
new school.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The leader of 
opponents to appropriating $2.3 billion 
for emergency loans to New York City 
predicted today the money will be ap­ 
proved by Thursday, the city’s tentative 
default deadline.

Ford should 


veto 3 bills 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford’s campaign manager says that 
Ford would be politically wise to veto 
three pending bills on energy, taxes and 
picketing construction sites. 
Howard “Bo” Callaway said Sunday 
that ‘these three issues all will cut both 
ways,” but added that “I think politically 
the President would be well advised to 
veto all three bills.” 
Callaway, on the CBS program “Face 
the Nation,” said he “would not be at all 
surprised” if Ford vetoed the'tax bill, 
even though the “conventional wisdom” 
of politics leaned against such an action 
in an election year. 
But Callaway said that he believes 
Ford will block the tax bill because it 
does not contain a ceiling on government 
spending to help reduce the federal de­ 
ficit. 
“He has said over and ovfet again that 
we’ve got to do something about these 
deficits. And he has said that if we have a 
tax cut that is not coupled with a spend­ 
ing cut, then he will veto it,” Callaway 
said. “I think that makes sense. ” 
Some congressional Republicans are 
calling for Ford to veto the energy bill 
because they say it would increase de­ 
pendence on foreign oil by denying U.S. 
producers the money they need to de­ 
velop new energy sources. Callaway said 
the decision on that bill will be a “tough, 
tough call.” 
He said that GOP party officials have 
advised him of strong opposition to the 
picketing bill, which would permit full 
shutdown of construction sites even when 
a labor dispute involves only one of 
several unions.

Merry-go-round 
Checklist is kept 
by Speaker Albert

WASHINGTON — Every day House 
Speaker Carl Albert carefully chronicles his 
activities in a black plastic binder. 


Each page is a mimeographed form 
containing a detailed check list, which he 
uses to keep a record of his physical fitness. 
He diligently answers the questions in a 
hasty, pinched calligraphy. 


There are few days when the Speaker 
doesn’t fill the form with affirmative 
notations. “ Yes’’ to the Canadian air force 
exercises. “ Yes" to the mile walk. “Yes" 
to the 30-minute nap. Did he gargle three 
times? Yes, again. 


Only one question draws a persistently 
negative 
response from the 
speaker: 
alcohol. His health log flatly contradicts the 
whispered reports that he has a drinking 
problem. 


The whispers, nevertheless, keep rustling 
through the backrooms of Washington. 
There was the Saturday night in 1972, for 
example, when Albert smashed his car into 
two 
parked 
vehicles 
on 
a 
well-lit 
Washington street. But intimates insist he 
was cold sober; 
he merely 
has the 
misfortune to be a horrible driver. 


Witnesses have seen him wobbly at 
Washington parties. But some of his closest 
acquaintances say his only alcohol problem 
is an exceptionally low tolerance for liquor. 
Two drinks, we were told, affect Albert 
like an alcohol blitz. 


“I have never in my life had a drinking 
problem! *’ the Little Giant from Bugtussle, 


Okla., told us. “I’ve never taken a drink 
when the House was in session. Why no one 
has ever smelled liquor on my breath when 
I’m in the chair.’’ He hadn’t touched a 
drop, he added, in the past six weeks. 


The health log also helps the Speaker 
monitor the daily therapy he pursues for an 
occupational ailment — hoarseness. To 
relieve his sore throat, he goes through an 
antiphonary ritual that he calls the “hum- 
chew” exercise. , 


“You pretend you’re chewing,’’ he 
explained, “first time around on maybe a 
piece of tough steak, then a piece of tender 
steak, third time maybe mashed potatoes 
or something else soft. But while you’re 
chewing, what you do is hum or maybe 
recite nursery rhymes. Like this...’’ 


The Speaker’s tenor tones dropped to a 
murky bass level as his jaws slowly 
masticated an imaginary steak. His jowls 
shook slightly and his ruddy, freckled face 
flushed while his throat muscles got their 
exercise. 


It was a laborious speech from a man 
noted for his oratorical ability: “May-ry 
had a li-ttle lam-mmb; her flee-eece was 
whii-tte as snow." 


Sometimes the Speaker repeats all verses 
of the nursery rhyme as he moves through 
the 
several 
stages 
of 
the 
exercise. 
Sometimes he shifts from nursery rhymes 
to a carefully exagerated cadence: “Onnne. 
Twoooo. Threeee....” 


Albert said his “hum-chew" exercise has 
helped his throat.

Sen. Brooke talks sense on busing 


WASHINGTON - Of all the prominent 
black politicians, the one who probably is 
most underrated by blacks is Edward 
Brooke, the senator from Massachusetts. 


Brooke is a Repub­ 
lican, and the record of 
the

in this century insofar 
as minorities are con-, 
cerned has been so bad 
as to make it difficult 
for any black to be a 
Republican without sub­ 
jecting 
himself 
to 
a 
measure 
of 
ridicule.

even calumny. 


But the truth is that no black politician 
has talked more sense more forcefully 
about the highly emotional issue of school 
busing than Brooke. And it has taken a 
meaure of courage for him to do so. since 
busing in Boston may be the most 
dangerous political issue in his state. 


Because those politicians with an eye on 
the presidency are not going to leave the 


busing issue alone. 1 want to share with you 
some of Brooke's views, as he has tried to 
destroy some of the myths regarding court- 
ordered busing, and in doing so, to beat off 
cries for a constitutional amendment to 
ban busing. 


Richard Nixon gave national impetus to 
the myth that federal judges have gone 
beyond the Constitution and become social 
planners by ordering “forced busing for 
racial balance." Listen to what Brooke 
recently 
told 
the 
Senate 
Judiciary 
Committee: 


“In Swann vs. Board of Education, the 
major decision 
involving 
busing, 
the 
Supreme Court emphasized that the courts 
are empowered to act only to remedy legal 
wrongs. 


“In the Boston case, for example, the 
district 
court 
ordered 
desegregation 
because officials of the school district ... 
overcrowded white schools and under­ 
utilized black schools. They frequently 
built new facilities for white students 
rather than blacks. They administered 
racially discriminatory vocational entrance 


exams. They assigned black teachers only 
to black schools and placed in those schools 
a 
lower 
proportion 
of 
experienced 
teachers and a 
higher proportion of 
provisional 
teachers. 
And 
they 
drew 
attendance 
zones and student 
feeder 
patterns so as to maintain segregation. 


“In other words, it was the deliberate 
segregation of the Boston public school 
system by public officials that ultimately 
led to court-ordered busing." 


But what about Sen. Henry M. Jackson s. 
D.-Wash.. contention that busing is a 
failure because it fails to provide quality 
education? Says Brooke: 


“Busing is 
not a remedy designed 
primarily to improve the quality of a 
child’s education. (It) is designed to assure 
every 
child 
an 
equal 
educational 
opportunity. The Constitution demands not 
quality education but equal educational 
opportunity." 


Other 
opponents 
of 
court-ordered 
busing, conservative and liberal, are asking 
whv blacks don’t simply concentrate on 


improving the quality of schools in their 
own neighborhoods. Brooke observed: 


“The ‘separate but equal’ doctrine seems 
to be re-emerging... under the rubric of 
‘quality education.’ But if my years in 
public life have taught me anything, it is 
that nothing in this nation is separate and 
equal. And nothing could be worse for our 
country 
and 
our 
children 
than 
the 
resurrection of this immoral and illegal 
doctrine." 


Brooke points out that the country’s 
public school systems which are under 
orders to bus "have suffered for many 
years from BOTH segregation and poor 
educational quality, the former by design, 
the latter by negligence. The (courts) are 
trying to remedy the first grievance, using 
busing as a tool of last resort. Public 
officials 
must 
remedy 
the 
lack 
of 
educational quality." 
Brooke talks sense about an issue where 
demagoguery is much more popular among 
the mass of Americans. He deserves 
applause from all of us for having the guts 
to do so. 


cause his only real “health” problem — 
tiredness. His colleagues have noticed the 
Speaker’s weariness. One of his staunchest 
friends in Congress told us: “Carl hasn't 
been back on his feet since his trip to 
China... The jet lag really got to him." 


According 
to the colleague, Albert 
recently fell asleep at a party they were 
attending. He nodded away over a coke in 
the middle of a conversation. 


But the feisty, five-foot-four former 
wrestler is a long way from incapacitating 
fatigue. “I can tell you,” he said, “I may be 
old and tired, but if somebody, some guy 
wants to take me on physically, he'll have 
to be a hell of a lot bigger, or a lot 
younger!" 


Albert’s health log and his calorie 
counter help keep him trim as well as alert. 
His log shows he has slimmed down, at the 
rate of a pound or two a day. to 155 pounds. 


He carefully watches his diet. At an after- 
hours party before he began his recent 
abstinence, Speaker Albert switched from 
bourbon to Scotch in mid-drink when one 
of his colleagues told him Scotch was less 
fattening. 


Albert has one problem; he can’t seem to 
keep an apartment. In the last five years, 
he has been burned out of two apartments. 
The fires caused a combined damage 
calculated at $28,300. 


According to the District of Columbia 
fire marshall’s investigations, both fires 
were caused by cigarettes. Sources close to 
the Speaker explained that his wife, Mary, 
accidentally had started both late-night 
fires while she was alone. 


Once she almost burned herself, the 
sources said, when she tried after a 
shampoo to dry her hair in an open kitchen 
oven. The fire department rescued the 
unconscious Mrs. Albert from the second 
fire. The official investigative report notes: 
“ No 
prosecution, 
occupant 
under 
medication.” 


Albert’s fidelity to his daily log is typical 
of the regimen the 28-year congressional 
veteran has set for himself. He usually 
begins his day at 5:30 a.m. and works until 
the 
last 
reception of the night has 
adjourned. The forms in his health log 
often bear the admission that he didn't get 
to bed on time. 


Between that early waking and late 
bedding. Carl Albert occupies the third 
most powerful position in the land.

Christmas greens 
With proper care and caution, 
greens can be used safely 
indoors. Improperly handled, 
they can become a fire hazard 
and may ruin, rather than 
enhance, the holiday period. 
Fresh greens last longest and 
are the most satisfactory. In the 
warm temperatures and low 
humidities 
erf 
the 
average 
house, however, even fresh 
greens dry quickly. Take steps 
to increase their safety, but 
never keep them indoors longer 
than necessary. 
December is a good time to 
prune 
evergreens 
outdoors. 
This is the best way to have 
fresh 
material. 
Junipers, 
cedars, dry more rapidly than 
most evergreens and, therefore, 
should not be kept indoors for 
more than a few days, unless 
the stems are placed in water. 
When purchasing greens, buy 
them promptly after they are 
put on sale. They can then be 
taken home and placed in a 
cool, shady location and kept 
moist. If possible, place the 
stem ends in a pail or tub of 
water outside until they are to 
be used indoors. 
Do not place them near a 
source of heat, such as a heat 
vent or radiator, or on a 
television 
set 
or 
other 
applicance that produces heat. 
Keep greens away from open 
flames, such as candles or a 
fireplace. Sparks can ignite 
them quickly. 


Try to design arrangements of 
greens so that as many as 
possible can be placed in water. 
Spruce 
and 
pines 
do 
not 
generally dry as rapidly as 
junipers, 
hollies 
and 
other 
broad-leaved 
evergreens. 
However, all will last longer 
and look better if they can be 
kept in water. Commercial 
preservatives are available for 
use in the water of Christmas 
trees, 
and 
this 
is 
equally 
effective for adding to the life of 
greens. 


Fire 
retardant 
materials, 
such as those used on Christmas 
trees, give added insurance for 
safe use of greens. They are 
especially important for greens 
not ptaced in water. Greens in 
water are less of a fire hazard 
than those not in water, even if 
sprayed with a fire retardant. 


One 
such 
fire 
retardant 
material is made from nine 
parts 
(by 
volume) 
sodium 
silicate (water grass) and one 
part water. This is fine for 
sipping, 
but 
it 
may 
need 
additional thinning with water 
to make it thin enough for 
spraying. When spraying give at 
least 
two 
coats. 
Add 
one 
teapoon liquid detergent to

Federal interference 
blamed for farm losses 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - The 
president of the National Farm­ 
ers Organization charged here 
Sunday that government inter­ 
ference with grain exports has 
caused a big drop in prices and 
heavy losses for farmers. 


Oren Lee Staley leveled the 
blast in a press conference pri­ 
or to the organization's annual 
convention, which is expected 
to draw 10,000 delegates here 
Wednesday through Friday. 


“We are calling this a con­ 
vention of impact because the 
farmers are uncertain about 
their future and the lack of sta- 
bilty,” Staley said

Feeder cattle market 
on road to recovery 


By DON KENDALL

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s financially depressed 
cattle industry appears to be 
headed for a solid recovery, at 
least as far as feedlot oper­ 
ations are concerned, according 
to Agriculture Department live­ 
stock experts. 
“After almost two years of 
depressed profits, feedlots are 
filling up. and feeders are once 
again making money,” 
says 
George Hoffman, an analyst in 
USDA’s 
Economic Research 
Service. “That’s not to say that 
everything’s rosy in the cattle 
industry.” 
Many ranchers and farmers 
who have cow herds are still 
losing money on calves because 
of large inventories of animals. 
But further herd cullings and 
heavy cow slaughter, some ex­ 
perts feel, may put the feeder 
cattle market back on profit­ 
able grounds within a year or 
possibly sooner. 
“Cattle feeders began moving 
cattle back into feedlots this 
fall, following a period of hesi­ 
tation in the summer,” Hoff­ 
man said in a report published 
today in the December issue of 
Farm Index. “After 20 months 
of financial losses, they had 
been understandably cautious 
about placing cattle on feed, es­ 
pecially while grain markets 
were unsettled.” 
But placements of new cattle 
in feedlots in July-September 
were up 22 per cent from the 
third quarter of last year and 
there have been further gains 
this fall. As a result more 
grain-fed beef will be reaching 
market in the montlis ahead. 
The reason for the optimism 
centers on the big grain crops 
farmers have harvested this 
year. Despite record exports, 
the supply is so large that 
prices are much lower than 
they had been. Thus, it has be­ 
come more profitable to feed

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
survey of 15 countries shows 
that only in two nations have 
retail food prices risen more 
slowly during the past year 
than in the United States, the 
Agriculture Department said 
today. 


The U.S. food-price index 
rose 7.7 per cent from Septem­ 
ber 1974 to September of this 
year, the USDA’s Foreign Agri­ 
cultural Service said. Prices 
were up 5.2 per cent in Austral­ 
ia and 5.8 per cent in West Ger­ 
many. 


But in the others, including a 
gain of more than 275 per cent 
in Argentina, food prices rose 
more sharply. They went up 
27.7 per cent in the United 
Kingdom and 25.6 per cent in 
Brazil.

132; Denmark 12.1; France

WASHINGTON

Record grain harvests in India 


this year have triggered new 
demand for improving grain 
storage facilities in that coun­ 
try, an Agriculture Department 
specialist said today. 


John B Parker Jr. of the de­ 
partment’s Economic Research 
Service said that India is offer­ 
ing loans and technical assist­ 
ance to cooperatives and indi­ 
vidual farmers for improving 
grain storage. 


“India’s loss of grain to ro­ 
dents, insects, birds and mon­ 
keys between field and ultimate 
use 
is 
staggering” 
Parker 
said. 


Parker said that in the past 
three years the Indian grain 
loss 
has 
probably averaged 
about 10 million metric tons an­ 
nually, including two million 
tons lost in the fields before 
harvest. 
However, 
he 
said, 
there is “great contrast” in the 
grain storage situation. 


Losses at modern warehouses 
are only 1 to 3 per cent, Parker 
said. The main problem is with 
farm storage facilities where 
losses usually exceed 10 per 
cent. Rodents and insects take 
a heav\’ toll of grain from the 
burlap bags and earthen jars 
stored in sheds covered with 
bamboo, wood or straw

Jim: “We have been getting 
so many questions about the 
standard American forcing 
two bid that we might well 
discuss that bid.“ 
'Oswald: “The great advan­ 
tage of that bid is that it is so 
nice when you get one.” 
Jim : “ There are three 
general requirements. The 
first is a hand that will make 
or almost make game by 
itself. The second is slam 
possibilities and the third is 
enough high-card strength so 
that you fear a one bid may be 
passed out.“ 


Oswald: “South has 20 high- 
card points and nine winners. 
He decides to open two 
spades. North .raises to three 
and South sees no harm in cue 
bidding his clubs to see what 
North will do.” 
Jim: “The rest of the bid­ 
ding is worth study. North 
shows his diamond ace and 
second-round heart control 
after South cue bids in that 
suit. South’s six-club bid is an 
attempt to get North to show 
second-round diamond con­ 
trol, but North just bids six 
spades.” 
Oswald: “Six makes easily 
and the parnership has kept 
out of the impossible grand 
slam.” 


A Florida reader wants to 
know the worst bid made in a 
slam auction. 
There was no particular 
worst bid, but one player went 
through a series of com­ 
plicated bidding maneuvers 
when he could have simply 
raised his partner’s suit. It 
was failure to use “KISS” 
(Keep it Simple Stupid) that 
led to the trouble.

Hepatitis usually

Dear Dr. Lamb — Would you 
please answer some questions 
on hepatitis? There is so much 
of it around now and also a lot 
of misinformation about it, too. 
I would like to know what 
hepatitis is. Why is it that 
medication is not given for it, 
just rest and good food? Is it 
contagious until the patient’s 
blood tests are normal? Why 
does it take so long to recover 
from it? Does smoking slow 
down the recovery? Why is it 
that even an occasional beer is 
forbidden 
during 
recovery? 
How soon after recovery can a 
person have an occasional beer? 
Dear Reader — Part of the 
confusion results from failure to 
separate the many different 
forms of liver disease a person 


can have. Hepatitis only means 
inflammation of the liver and 
does not tell you the cause. 
You can have hepatitis from 
infectious agents, and at least 
two different forms of a virus 
can cause viral hepatitis. You 
can also have hepatitis from 
chemical toxins. And. hepatitis 
may 
be 
a 
complication 
of 
several 
different 
infectious 
diseases. 
The most common forms of 
hepatitis are caused by viruses. 
Most of the medicines we use in 
infections are antibiotics and 
are 
not 
effective 
against 
hepatitis 
viruses. 
In

instances about all that can be 
done is to minimize the damage 
to the liver and wait for the 
disease to run its course. The 


Congress to take up 
tax cuts, New York aid 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
fight between President Ford 
and Congress that could mean 
higher taxes for most Ameri­ 
cans next month may be re­ 
solved in a way that would al­ 
low both sides 11 save face. 
The answer may become evi­ 
dent Wednesday when the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee begins 
work on a House-passed bill 
carrying $13 billion in individ­ 
ual tax cuts, mainly extensions 
of tax cuts in effect this year. 
Unless that bill becomes law 
by the end of the month, most 
Americans will see their take- 
home pay 'reduced starting in 
January. 
Meanwhile, as Congress be­ 
gins what is expected to be the 
next-to-last week of the 1975 
session, both houses will devote 
time to New York City’s finan­ 
cial problems. The House will 
consider a bill to amend the 
bankruptcy laws to facilitiate 
handling of the city’s debts in 
case of default. The Senate will 
consider an appropriations bill 
that includes $2.3 billion ear­ 
marked to pay for federal loans 
to New York already author­ 
ized by Congress. 


Philharmonic 


package to be 


ready this week 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Lead- 
ers of the striking Kansas City 
Philharmonic are working on a 
package of proposals that will 
be announced later this week, a 
spokesman said Sunday. 
H. 
Lawrence 
Hartshorn, 
chairman of the orchestra com­ 
m ittee, said the package would 
be an attem pt to break the 
deadlock that arose in early 
November when the musicians 
refused to play any concerts 
until 
a 
new 
contract 
was 
signed. 
The association made what it 
called 
its 
final 
offer three 
weeks ago Donald R. Sloan, 
president of the Philharmonic 
Association, said any new pro­ 
posals would be considered, 
adding, “a shorter season is 
possible." 
Meanwhile, the musicians an­ 
nounced plans for a cabaret 
concert Dec. 19 as a benefit for 
their emergency relief fund. 


Later in the week, the House 
will vote on the final version of 
an energy bill. Although the 
measure does not go as far to­ 
ward U.S. energy independence 
as Ford has asked, his chief 
energy adviser, Frank G. Zarb, 
has urged that he sign it. Zarb 
told the Washington Post that 
he will remain in office even if 
Ford rejects his advice. 


The Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, meanwhile, is opening 
hearings into the nomination of 
Judge John Paul Stevens of 
Chicago to succeed retired Su­ 
prem e Court Justice William O. 
Douglas. No senator has in­ 
dicated opposition to Stevens, 
who is Ford’s first nominee to 
the high court. 
On the issue of tax cuts. Ford 
and Congress agree on the need 
for extending the cuts that went 
into effect last spring. But the 
President says he will veto any 
tax cut that is not tied to a lid 
on government spending in the 
fiscal year that begins next 
Oct. 1. 
Democratic leaders insist it 
is not practical to set spending 
levels 10 months in advance. 
Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee, has indicated he 
may go along with a plan that 
would extend the tax cuts for 
only three or four months, rath­ 
er than for the full year. Then, 
at the end of that period. Con­ 
gress conceivably could agree 
tc^tbe spending limitation and 
renew the tax cut for the rest 
of the year. 
Such a compromise might be 
acceptable to Ford and thus

frontation with the Democratic-

It is possible that a person 
infected with viral hepatitis will 
harbor the virus for a lifetime. 
Such an individual may not be 
contagious unless his blood is 
used for a transfusion, or in the 
preparation of serum. Anyone 
with a history of infectious 
hepatitis 
should 
never give 
blood. The blood is tested at the 
bank for any evidence of such a 
previous infection. 
There is no direct evidence 
that smoking is harmful to 
recovery from hepatitis, but it 
can’t be helpful and even in a 
healthy person it causes some 
harm. If I had my choice, no 
one would smoke. 
There is abundant evidence 
that alcohol is a toxin to liver 
cells. This is not dependent 
upon a poor diet or anything 
like that. It is a direct toxic 
reaction to alcohol. Obviously, 
when the liver cells are already 
damaged and trying to recover, 
you 
don’t 
want 
to take a 
chemical 
that 
damages 
the 
liver. 
Alcohol should 
be strictly 
forbidden until there is good 
evidence that the liver has 
completely recovered. This is 
judged hy various tests of liver 
function 
and 
other 
clinical 
information the doctor gets 
from 
his 
examination. 
The 
length of time it takes for the 
liver to recover from hepatitis 
varies greatly, and depends also 
on how much liver damage has 
occurred. Obviously, it can be 
months before a person with 
severe viral hepatitis can safely 
drink alcohol again. And, if 
there has been extensive liver 
damage, any amount of alcohol 
poses some hazard. (NEA)

Wives of businessmen 
shedding home image

NEW YORK (AP) - An au­ 
thority on corporate personnel 
matters says industry is irritat­ 
ing an increasing number of 
wives and the corporate world 
must seek a truce or face de­ 
feat. 
As Eugene Jennings sees it, 
business 
is 
overmatched. 
It 
cannot meet its challenges if it 
continues to offend the wives. 
Literally, he feels, enough un­ 
happy wives can undermine in­ 
dustry. 
Jennings, a management pro­ 
fessor at Michigan State Uni­ 
versity who is also an author 
and counselor to top corporate 
executives, says the reason is 
that future management men 
cannot be developed without 
the support of wives. 
Basic to his argument is the 
observation, proven over the 
years, that industry best trains 
its managers, at least in part, 
by testing them in various jobs 
in many parts of the corpo­ 
ration. Usually this requires ge­ 
ographical mobility. 
Geographical mobility means 
the uprooting of the family ev­ 
ery few years — new homes, 
s c h o o l s , 
churches, 
clubs, 
friends, activities. For the man, 
his career compensates. For 
the wife there are few personal 
rewards. 
A mobile manager is most ef­ 
fective when he has a wife will­ 
ing to make these sacrifices for 
his career. For many years this 
has been so; the wives have 
been willing to stay home and 
make the sacrifices. 
“In the 1960s and before, the 
vast majority of mobile man­ 
agers 
had 
wives who were 
homemakers,” said Jennings, 
who began his pioneer studies 
of corporate mobility in the late 
1940s. “Nine of 10 mobile man­ 
agers in their early 30s had 
w i v e s 
who 
were 
home- 
managers.” 
Now, however, the ratio is 
down to 6 in 10. “The women 
are becoming less and less sup­ 
portive of the husbands’ mobil­ 
ity." Jennings explained. They 
are seeking their own identi­ 
ties. Many pursue their own ca­ 
reers. 
Seeking the explanation, Jen­ 
nings spent many weekends 
with managers and their wives. 
His conclusion: “ The real is­ 
sue, as the mobile wives per­ 
ceive it, is social inequity." 
The worst injustice encoun­ 
tered by the wife who stays 
home to take care of the family 
is to see her husband surpassed 
by a career woman who sends 
her kids out to a day care cen­ 
ter 
“ While the homemaker is 
pursuing the traditional respon­ 
sibilities of giving tender loving 
care to the family and home, 
another woman captures the 
brass ring, even though neg­ 
lecting 
her family 
responsi­ 
bilities," said Jennings. 
“ There is no wrath like that 
of a mobile wife when her hus­ 
band is beaten out by a woman 
of this type.” 
Adding to the homemanager’s 
rage is the fact that some ca­ 
reer women can obtain a tax 
deduction for child care costs. 
But, asks Jennings, can the 
homerrianager, whose work is 
equally im portant, do so? No 
As the children grow older 


and often more expensive, the 
disadvantage of a single in­ 
come becomes painful to the 
wife who stays at home. She 
sees 
her career counterpart 
able to afford a considerably 
higher living standard 
“The irony of this is that 
while society and our corpo­ 
rations speak of the home as 
the cradle of civilization, every 
incentive is offered to get wom­ 
en out of the home,” said Jen­ 
nings.

said Jennings. When a com­ 
pany attem pts to hire a bright 
young management man whose 
wife is a careerist, the trend to- 


day is to find a job for the 
spouse too. 
, 
Sometimes a company actual­ 
ly will incur the cost of up­ 
rooting a career wife and pro­ 
vide compensatory income until 
she finds another job. If pres­ 
sured, they might even hire the 
wife too. 
No 
comparable 
effort 
to 
make the homemanager’s move 
any easier is even considered. 
And this, say the wives, adds to 
their feeling of nothingness. 
Many refuse to move. More 
take jobs, because of pride or 
need. 
“Large 
corporations 
may 
well take heed," Jennings said. 
“ There simply aren’t enough 
single men and divorcees to 
provide future corporate lead­ 
ership. Without mobility, the 
business world cannot develop 
executives.”

Newspaper says 


queen may abdicate 


LONDON (AP) - A London 
newspaper 
says 
that 
Queen 
Elizabeth, who will be 50 v^ars 
old next April, may abdicate in 
favor of Prince Charles “within 
the next 10 or 15 years ’ 


In a feature on the queen, the 
Sunday Mirror said that Eliza­ 
beth is at “an age when many 
people, however active they are 
in their work, begin to turn 
their thoughts toward retire­ 
ment and what it entails." 


Queen Elizabeth has been on 
the throne since 1952. 


“Christmas, of course, is a 
special tim e,” she said. “ But 
what we’re doing is even more 
im portant.” 
Last week Mrs. Bard broke 
the group's self-imposed silence 
to 
deny 
rumors 
circulating 
about the vigil in this town of 
177. 
Residents reported hearing 
“ bloodcurdling screams” from 
the house, and seeing nighttime 
parades 
by 
vigil 
keepers 
dressed in white robes. 
“There is nothing sinister, 
weird or strange about this," 
Mrs. Bard said. “ Nothing goes 
on in the house that doesn’t go 
on in a church — a lot of pray­ 
ing and religious study." 
M r s . 
Bard’s 
comments 
sparked an editorial Saturday 
by the Arkansas Gazette, the 
state’s largest newspaper, de­ 
fending the group’s freedom of 
religion. 
“ If they left their jobs, closed 
their businesss and moved to 
the house in accordance with 
what they believe one member 
was told by God in a vision, 
they have done no harm to any­ 
one, nor have they done any­ 
thing but mind their own busi­ 
ness," the newspaper said. 
The Gazette criticized county 
officials who “ will not let well 
enough alone and show the 
same respect for religious or 
lack of religious belief to the 25 
on the vigil that they expect for 
themselves." 
Several school-age children 
were removed from the house 
by court order and officials had 
considered using health and 
safety codes as a pretext to ev­ 
ict the occupants. 
“The editorial brought some 
sanity to the whole thing." Mrs. 
Bard said. “I guess people just 
needed to know that we re 
serious about this, not just 
kooks People maybe just for­ 
get what religion really is."
